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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
figures show the additive cuts dYI for the resorcinol based polyestercarbonate in half 
(fig 5). The same additive lowers the dYI for polycarbonates by less than half. Nelson's 
examples 20,47,48 show the same additive improves polycarbonates better than 
conventional (ie not resorcinol based) polyestercarbonates. Therefore, it appears the 
additive improves applicant's particular polyestercarbonate better than would be 
expected from the prior art. This overcomes any potential prima facie obviousness of 
adding the stabilizer to Siclovan's resorcinol based polyestercarbonate followed by an 
irradiation treatment. 

No anticipation rejection is warranted over Nelson '850 or EP439763 because 
neither clearly suggest the arylate block MW. Any potential obviousness rejection over 
Nelson or EP439763 is overcome by the unexpected improvements when using 
resorcinol to form the arylate block.
